The proposal that Mayor Sidney Par- 
Gons wants to present to the Federation 
of cocoey Mayors and Municipalities 
with regard to the establishment of a resi- 
dential aking school for Canadian fire-

It would give them a 
new and lively interest in their work. 

Everyone who has had any experience 
in the management of men appreciates the 
fact that the most deadly enemy to pro- 
duction is disinterestedness. 

The useless man is not so much the 

stupid man or the ill-tempered man as the 
man who has fallen into a rut. 
There is a great-challenge to the imagi- 
nation in fighting crime as in fighting 
fires. And that challenge exists only so 
long as those who do that work realize 
the immense technique and skill that are 
necessary to do it well. 

If that realization is kept alive by 
capable instruction and the constant ex- 
change of new ideas among the men them- 
selves, Canada could soon have the finest 
police and fire service in the world.
